Chinese  or  Siberian  Elm 

Tree  growing  from  40  to  50  feet  tall  with  a  trunk  4  to  8  feet 
in  girth.  The  bark  is  rough  and  deeply  corrugated.  The  branches 
are  spreading  and  ascending,  forming  a  bushy  crown.  Under  cul¬ 
tivation  it  grows  rapidly  and  makes  a  neat  shapely  tree.  Leaves 
ovate  to  ovate-lanceolate  3  to  12  cm  long,  acute  at  the  apex, 
nearly  equal  at  the  base,  thin,  dark-green  above,  pubescent  when 
young,  underneath,  regularly  and  simply  or  doubly  toothed.  Flow¬ 
ers  short-stalked,  in  crowded  clusters,  4  to  5  parted  with  yellow 
anthers,  appearing  in  spring.  Fruit  obovoid,  notched  deeply  at 
the  apex;  nutlet  central,  reaching  close  to  the  base  of  the  notch. 
Fruit  ripens  often  soon  after  leaves  are  open. 

NOTES: 

This  species  is  commonly  used  by  the  Chinese  in  the  alluvial  plains, 
for  village  trees,  and  for  planting  between  fields,  particularly  along 
irrigation  ditches.  The  trees  grow  rapidly  and  attain  diameters  at 
breast-height  of  20  inches.  The  wood  is  much  used  for  furniture,  some 
for  building  construction  and  for  the  construction  of  cart-frames  and 
cart-beds.  It  is,  used  as  a  grave-tree  planted  in  groves  and  attaining 
quite  good  form  in  altitudes  of  4,500  feet.  Apparently  few  other  trees 
thrive  there.  It  is  also  noted  as  planted  along  dry  roadsides  where  it  is 
cut  back  almost  every  year*  for  fuel.  It  then  takes  on  a  characteristic 
shrubby  form  which  may  confuse  its  identity  with  the  tree.  It  will 
stand  quite  dry  conditions  but  requires  a  deep  pervious  soil  for  a 
good  development  of  its  roots.
